Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 7-14 and 18-28 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not disclose, teach, and/or fairly suggest a method, comprising inter alia: 
contacting a dermal area of a patient's skin with a probe and obtaining from the probe 
an electrical signal at the dermal area, wherein the probe statically contacts the skin via 
placement by a user and the probe dynamically varies an applied pressure to the 
dermal area, and wherein the probe is stabilized against the dermal area with a 
stationary element and a biasing element with a feedback loop that dynamically varies 
the applied pressure of a probe tip with a detector that detects the electrical signal. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
